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But whereas it 3 be ae to 
our Orator, Our preſent Buſineſs regards 
the Battle we have loſt againſt Phill, 
during the Time you had the Adminiſtq

In order 
therefore to proceed ſafely, he is very 
gaurious in the Regulation of his Words,

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In the firſt place, tis plain, that a Di 
Figurative, is liable, of courſe, to be ſu- 
ſpected of Deſign and Artifice, eſpecially 
if it be directed to a Judge who has the 
Power to abfolye or condemn, ar to a 
Tyrant, Prince, or General of an Army. 
For ſuch a one naturally eonceives a cer- 


tain Indignation againſt an Orator, and 
can never bear that a puny Rhetorician 


ſhould take it into his Head, to impoſe a 
gtoſs and palpable Cheat upon him, as if 
he were a Child. Then again, imagt- 
ning that cheſe-artificial Harangues car- 


ry in them a Contempt of himſelf, tis 


probable he may be utterly diſguſted at 
once; and tho he btidle in his Reſent- 
ments, and ſuffer himſelf, in ſome mea- 
ſure, to be mollified with the ſeeming A- 
greeableneſs of the Diſcourſe, yet ſhall 
he entertain the ſtrongeſt Averſion to the 
believing any thing that: ſhall be ſaid to 
him. For this reaſon there is no Figure 
ſo excellent as that which is entitely con- 
ceafd, and which one ſhall not appre- 


hend to be a Figure at all. Now there is 
no Way in the World ſo truly effectual 


for the concealing of it, as the making 
uſe of the Sublime and Pathetic: And 


When Art is thus ſhut up, and, as it 1 
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d azling, it has all it wants, and can no 
longer be ſubject to a ſuſpicion of Deceit. 
I can produce no better Inſtance, than 
that I have already reported: I ſwear it 
 'by the Ghoſts of thoſe great Men, &c. How 
well does the Orator conceal the Figure 
hie makes uſe of here, by the Brightneſs 
and Splendor of his Thought? As leſſer 
Lights vaniſn when the Sun ſhines forth, 
ſo all theſe little Subtilties of "Rhetoric 
dliſappear at the Sight of the Sublime, 
which ſurrounds them on all Sides. The 
fame thing, or ſome what not very diſtant 
from it, is to be obſervd in Painting; 
where, when ſeveral Things are drawn at 
due diſtances upon the ſame Plan, and 
the Lights and Shades regularly placed, 
the Lightſome is what naturally. preſents 


itſelf to the View firſt; and ſeems, as it 


were, to advance out of the Canvas, and 
approach towards us: In the ſame man- 
ner the Sublime and Pathetic, whether 
it be from that natural Affinity they bear 
to the ſecret Springs of the Soul, or their 
own inherent Brightneſs, appear moſt 
conſpicuous, and ſeem to affect the Mind 
in a far greater degree than Figures,

of Words. In ſhort, beautiful Expreſſion 
is che natural and true Light of our 
Thoughts; tis this to which we owe ſo 
many Excellencies in Writing, and which 
gives Things a kind of vocal Life and 
Spirit. But then, on the other hand, to 
be continually affecting Tumor, and a

- vertheleſs, Ariſtotlè and Theophraſtus, to 
excuſe the Boldneſs of theſe Figures, 
think it proper to introduce them with 
theſe or the like Mitigations; VI may 
expreſs myſelf in this nünner; If I may te 
allouſd to make uſe of this Term; To ſpeak 
thus; If the Phraſe be mot too" bold: For, 
ſay they, the making ſuch Apologies is 
ſome ſort of Nemedy for, and Reſtraint 
upon too great a Licentiouſneſs inthe Uſe 
uf Figures; and therein I cannot but a- 
gree with them. Bur nevertheleſs I muſt 
inſiſt, as L have already intimated, that 
ther beſt and moſt natural: Remedy againſt 
this Luxuriance and Hardineſs, whether 
of Metaphors or other Figures, is, not to 
uſe them but in the proper Place, that is, 
inzgreat Paſſions and in the Sublime: for 
as che Sublime and Pathetic, by their Vio: 
lence and Impetuoſity, naturally bear all 
before them, ſo they neceſſarily ask ſtrong 
Expreſſions, and dont give the Auditor

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In Trects of Places likewiſe, and in 
Deſetipnncss there is ſometimes nothing 
that better expreſſes Thiogs than a .mul<q 
titude of continued Metaphors; and hence 
it is that we find in Aenophon ſo pompous 
a Deſeription of the human Body: But 
Plato has given us à Picture of it in a 
manner ſtill more divine.

Sublime which has ſome Faults, or that 
Medioerity which is perfect, uniform, and 
pure in all its Parts; as alſo which of 
two Works ought to bear the Prize, that 
which has the greater Number of Beauties, 
or that which has the moſt excellent ones? 
Thbeſe ¶Meſtions ariſe naturally from the 
Subject; and therefore tis neceſſarily in- 
cumbent upon us ta reſolve them. For 
my own part; then, J am of Opinion; that 
Sublimity: above che ordinary rate, will 
not admit of that Accuracy, which Me- 
diocrity, or the middling Vein of Writing 
is capable of. Tis with the Sublime, as with 
cue 8 immenſe 
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immenſe Wealch, where, in fpight of all 
the care a Man can take, ſomething or 
other muſt be neglected. Tis next to 

impoſſible, generally ſpeaking, that he 
who writes in a middling low way, ſhould 
commit many Faults; for as he runs no 
Hazards, and never attempts to riſe, he 
ſtill continues ſafe, and as it were upon 
his Guard; but the Sublime of it ſelf, and 
by its own natural Force, is Lubricous, 


: and full of Danger. I am not ignorant, 


that it may be here objected to me, that 
we naturally judge of Mens Works by 
the worſt Parts of them, and that we are 

much more inclin'd to remember their 
Faults than their Excellencies; what is ri- 

diculous, dwells with us, and is not eaſily 
effaced; what is beautiful and ſhining, 
paſſes quickly over, and is ſoon forgot: 
But tho I obſerve ſeveral Faults in Homer, 
and in moſt other celebrated Writers, and 
am perhaps as little pleas d with them as 
any Man in the World; yet I cannot di- 


rectly conſider them as real Faults, but 


rather look upon them as ſmall Errors, 
and little Slips which have eſcap'd them; 
becauſe their Minds, being wholly bent 


upon the Sublime, could not ſo well at- 


tend ro leſſer Matters. In one word, 1 
cannot but think that the Sublime, tho

For Example, 
Apollonius, he who wrote the Poem of the 
Argonautes, does not ſo much as fink 
once; and in Theocritus, excepting ſome 
Paſſages wherein he departs from the ge- 
nuine Character of Eclogue, there is no- 
thing but what is happily deſign d: Ne- 
vertheleſs, would you rather chooſe to be 
than Homer? The Erigone of 
Eratofthenes is a Poem, in which you 
cannot find a ſingle Fault; Would you 
therefore ſay, that Eratoſtbenes is a grea- 
ter Poet than 'Archilorhus;' becauſe the 
latter is confus d, and wants Order and 
Occonomy in many Parts of his Writings? 
aà Fauſt he only flides into by reafon of 


that Divine Spirit which hurries him a- 
way, and which he is not able to govern. 
In like Manner, as to Lyrics, had you ra- 


ther: be' Bacohy/ides than Pinaar? Or in 
Tragedy, Tor of Chios, than Sophocles? 
Buacchyluei and Ion tis true, make no 
falle — nor write any Thing but 
wert is elegant and polite: Not ſo Pin- 
dar and 
midſt of their greateſt Violence, while 
they lighten and thunder, their Fires 


ſuddenly become extinct, and they un- 
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Sophocles ; for ſometimes in the 
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of good Senſe that would offer to com- 
pare all the Works of Jon put together, 
wich che ſingle Oedipus of 'Sopborles po 
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ur if one ei to judge of ahi 
Merit of a Work, by the Number ra- 
ther 'than the Qualiry and Excellence of

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Aire: He excels in deſcribing the Manners; 
he has in his Style an infinite Sweetnefs 
and Agrecablenels, and never tires one. 
There is likewiſe in his Works abundance 
of Pleaſantry; his Manner, when lie 
ſmiles, is very delicate; then he has a 


wonderful Facility in the managing of 
Irony; his Raillery is not cold and far- 


fetch d, like that of the falſe Imitators of 
the Attic. Style, but lively; and preſſing; 
e is very dextrous in eluding the Ob- 
Jections that ate made to him, and enlarg- 
ing upon them; he has a great deal 
comic Pleafantry, and is ever full of Jeſts 
and certain Points of Wit, that never fail 
to ſtrike; all which he ſeaſons with in- 
imitable Grace and Turn: He ſeems 
form d by Nature to move Pit and Com- 
paſſion: He is extenſive in fabulous Nar- 
rations: He has a wonderful Flexibility 
for Digreſſions;; he winds himſelf. about, 
e.takes Breath when he has a mind, ag 
may be ſeen in his Fables of Latona: In 
fine, his Funeral Oration, is embelliſn d 
with ſo much Pomp and Ornament, that

ing of his Works: Whereas Demoſt- 
henes, kaving collected in himſelf all the

Majeſty and Grandeur, thoſe lively Per- 


turbations, that Fertility, that Addreſs, 
that Promptitude, and which is chiefly to 
be admir d in him, that Force and Vehe- 
mence, for which none ever yet came 

near him; Demoſthenes, L ſay, by all 
5 _ Divine Qualities, which I look up-

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on as ſo many precious Gifts which
